Claim Objections 

5. Claim 17 is objected to because of the following informalities: "attached" should 
be changed to - attach -. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1 0-1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. Regarding claim 10, the phrase "can be" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP § 21 73.05(d). Claims 11-19 depend on Claim 1 0. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claim 10, 12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Marmaropoulos (2002/0146917). 

Marmaropoulos (Figures 1-3) shows a modular microelectronics system 
comprising a first electronic module 23 which can be firmly connected to user interface 
devices integrated into a textile material, a second electronic module 26 which includes 
user interface devices and/or can be connected to an external device and an electronic 
module 11, 1 2 which can be connected to the first connection module or to the second 
connection module. The electronic module 12 includes waterproofing seal 30, 30'. 
Each of the first and second connection modules has a junction device to accommodate 
a junction unit of the electronic module. The system further includes a mounting device 
to attach the first connection module to the textile material. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 1 1 , 13-16, 18 and 19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Marmaropoulos (2002/0146917). 

Marmaropoulos shows all the features of these claims except a processor 
element, a power supply unit, an identification device, waterproofing of the first 
connection module, an identification device, a junction device, a charging device and 
waterproofing of the first connection module, the second connection module connected 
to an external device, a power supply unit of the electronic module and/or transfer of 
data to and from the electronic module and a charging device for charging the power 
supply unit of the electronic module. These features are common knowledge and well 
known in the art of electrical connectors and microelectronic devices. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to 
provide these features for their intended purposes which are self explanatory, common 
knowledge and well known in the art and involve only routine skill in the art.
